which provides fur the eetabliibment o 
a Bureau of Education, and Mr. Oar- 
Gold and other ablo members, have ex 
prcsiod their approbation of th* bill. In 
spito ut this fact, wo believe that Con 
greet) wiil do well uot to past) the bill 
Providing education fur the obildren o 
tho nation, is a work that not only be- 
longs peculiarly to tho States, but ono 
which tho States can much better pro- 
vide fur than tho general government 
If it is the intcutiou of thin bill simply 
to gather statistic!), upon educationa 
subjects, it would bo useless, as tbis )« 
already dono iu nearly all if not every 
State. If the intention is to prpvide for 
tbo educational wants of the 
national legislation., it would be an un- 
warranted interference with tbe juris- 
diction of the State*. When Congress 
declares by law that every citizen shall 
have equal privileges and facilities for 
giining UD education, it DM .done- all 
that it Jiaa a right to do. The States 
must bo loft free to manage tho schools 
in detail in their own way. If Con- 
gress undertakes to provide for tho ed- 
ucational wants of the people, it musl 
do so by general law and it ia got at all 
probable, that u law Uiat would meet 
the demands if Florida or Oregon, would 
be adapted to New York t* IHiuoic. It 
U good policy to "let well -enough 
alone." Congrew hta etouga on it< 
hautla already, withouj^uwuilig a work 
ol such vast magnitude and importance 
as is the school-Hystctn of this couatry. 
V Bureau of Education is one of the 
things that the people have jmt 
without, very comfortably, and wo much 
mistake the temper of"thc people if they 
would nut prefcr| tu have UoUgress'le 
the Hohouls alone entirely, Illinois hai 
already as good a school system as C'on- 
xrcsti would be likely to adopt, and th.
